Draw- 
ings of the different kinds~of goph- 
rs and squirrels appear, and also 
prints to. show the plan of the sum- 
mer burrows close to the ground

Speaking of the strip- 
ed gopher, Prof, Jackson says; “As 
it does not dig deeply many, no 
doubt, freeze up during: hibernation, 
and there are many cases of — this 
spermophile being found frozen stiff 
in haystacks, and ‘coming to’ life’ 
again in the spring. When the goph- 
er hibernates in a hole, it sleeps for 
five months with a feeble heart heat 
of four times per minute instead of 
200, and a. blood temperature of 55 
instead of 105. It is then uncon- 
scious, , insensitive, ‘and docs not 
bleed when a limb is amputated.” 

The bulletin deals fully with the 
question of goplier poisons.

| An egg is composed of three parts 
;--the shell, the yolk and the white. 
| Che relative weights of the various 
parts are: Shell and lining, 106.9; al- 
lumen, 6042; yolk, 2889. One-half 
of the egg is nutriment, whereas 
meat is rated at best as only one- 
fourth, Thus it will be seen that 
one pound of eggs will be equal tu 
two pounds of meat. A fresh egg is 
living food, Its nutritive qualities 
are in perfection and its component 
parts exactly baldnced. A change be- 
gins as soon as laid. ‘he moisture 
is reduced by evaporation through 
the ducts of the shell, and air is ab- 
sorbed, The. vitality decreases grad- 
ually unless by external warmth the 
process is hastened; finally death en- 
sues and putrefaction fcllows.

Attention has been 
ealled frequently since the present 
war began to this héstoric-example of 
amity, but it is doubtful if the aver- 
age American or Canadian -citizen 
even yet appreciates fully what. it 
means as a lesson to the nations of 
the world.

The U-Boat Losses 


Lowest Since the Beginning of Un- 
restricted Submarine Warfare 


We are prepared, after a weck's or 
fortnight’s unusually low submarine 
record, for a sudden rise. This week's 
tale of 11 big British ships sunk is 
not-so large'as might have been 
anticipated ‘after two weeks with six 
and four big ships. ‘Taking the last 
three weeks, with a total of 21 big 
British ships, we find the figures to 
be the lowest since the beginning of 
unrestricted submarine warfare,. with 
the exception of two similar periods 
—three weeks last November with a 
total of 19 ships and three weeks 
last January with a total of 18 ships. 

We are now rounding out the first 
quarter of the second year of the 
ruthless U-boat war. If we go back 
for 13 wecks from today to the mid- 
dle of January we get a total loss ot 
138 big. British ships and 60 ships 
under 1,600 tons. Applying the for- 
mula of 4,500 tons to the big ships 
and 1,000 tons to the small ship—an 
average justified by the detailed ton- 
nage statement from Sir Eric Geddes 
last month—we find that the tonnage 
loss for Great Britain, excluding ma- 
rine accident, has becn about 690,000 
tons for the last:three months. For 
marine accident we may add another 
60,000 tons, as indicated in the: Ged- 
des report, which would give us a to- 
tal of 750,000 tons for the Nad

On June 22nd every person residing in Canada, male or female, British oralien, of sixteen years or over, must attend 
one of the registration booths located in his or her district, and there observe the procedure explained below. 


Where to Register How to Register 


Every person required to register has the privilege of The procedure of registration is simple. The 
registering at any of the public places provided for that questions upon the registration :ard can be answered 
purpose. The location of all such places will be very easily, but they must be answered truthfully 
specified in proclamations posted conspicuously. and fully. 
The card shown in the illustration is a facsimile of the registration card for males. An advertisement 
showing the card for females appears in another paper. ; 
Study the questions carefully so that you wil? be able to answer them promptly when registering. If you have 
a te qualification, or feel that your services would be more beneficiai to the country in some other line 
of work, say so. 
While all are compelled to register on Registration Day, it is not contemplated by the Government 
to force the sick, feeble and aged to turn out. If such pexgons will notify the Registrar prior to June 
22nd of their inability to attend at a place of registzation, an effort will be made to register them at 
home, provided the request is reasonable and justified. 


Remember the Day—June22nd—Remember the Hours—7 a.m,to 10 p.m. Register early and get your Certificate for your own protection.
